Cod Resemble Holland. 


Odd Structures Nearly A ll Gone But 


Those That Remain Are Greatly 


Prized ae Curiosities and Adorn 


the Estates of Many. 


Boston.—A half century ago th e 
windm ills of Cape Cod w ere as nu­ 
m erous as those in Holland. 
They 
w ere used extensively 
in th e 
salt 
m anufacturing 
plants, 
an 
industry 
which was the "right arm of M assa­ 
ch u setts" until a 
new 
process 
of 
m anufacture was discovered and the 
salt was im ported at such a low cost 
th a t th e Cape 
m anufacturers were 
forced out of business. 
The windmills 
w ere also used In the grinding of th e 
grain, and In not a few cases th e 
powerful mill wheels w ere harnessed 
to crude pum ps to flood cranberry 
bogs. 
In due course of tim e, however, 
practically all of these odd mills were 
torn down, moved aw ay as relics o r 
left to decay on th e ir foundations. 
T hose th a t rem ain today are greatly 
prized as curiosities, and they adorn 
th e handsom e estates owned by sum ­ 
m e r visitors from all parts of th e 
country. 
T he tow ns which still have 
old windmills left e n ter into negotia­ 
tions with rich land ow ners, and offer 
th e ir relic for sale. 
T hese mills, by 
th e way, 
are 
constantly 
changing 
hands, and it is sai l th a t each tim e 
they are sold they bring a higher sum. 
T hese tow ns each h ave one of the old-

T h e 
N antucket 
structure,

every case th e mill stan d s out prom i­ 
nently from th e high hill on which it 
is located, a thing of beauty which 
may be seen from nearly any section 
of the village.

when this mill was built; It is s u p ­ 
posed, however, th a t it was during th o 
latter part of the S eventeenth century, 
and to m e are of th e opinion that on e 
r f the Cape s fishermen made it as 
early as 1650 to pum p w ater into bls 
salt vats. 
It la known for a certainty 
that th ere w ere a great many salt 
works in the town of Y arm outhport 
and the neighboring villages of N orth 
; and E ast Dennis. 
T h e salt works which w ere doing 
business on the Cape 40 or GO years 
ago, each covered 
many 
acres of 
I ground. 
T h e mills w ere erected n e a r 
th e ocean, w here sea w ater was ob­ 
tainable. 
T he mills pumped the w ater 
up into troughs, w hence it ran into 
"v a ts” or wooden pans about 12 feet 


I square. 
Not more than four or Avo 
Inches of w ater was allowed In a vat. 
T h e sun evaporated the water, leaving 
the salt on the boards which w ere 
afterw ard carefully 
scraped 
off and J 
the sa lt canned 
T his was a very ( 
slow aud expensive process 
About j 
this tim e a new 
process was found ; 
by which th e salt was made m uch 
more rapidly and at small cost, and it 
was shipped into this country from 
foreign points and could be sold at 
half the price of th e native product. 
So the old salt works 
and mills 
were torn down and sold. 
A few of th e mills from the salt- 
m aking plants 
w ere 
tran sferred to 
cranberry bogs, w here th e cran b erry 
cultivators used th em to run their 
pum ps for flooding their bogs to de­ 
stroy insects, m oisten the earth in dry 
w eather and ward off frosts 
T h e 
"pum ps" of those years were very 
crude affairs 
T h ey worked on the 
principle of a grain elevator, th a t is. 
a continuous chain running o v er a 
wheel overhead. 
At intervals of se v ­ 
eral inches on th e chains were fas 
tened "cu p s” 
form ed 
from 
narrow 
s trip t of board. T h e pum ps drew very 
little more w ater th an could be bailed 
up with buckets. 
T he mill was con 
nected with the pum p by m eans of 
num erous cog w heels of various sizes.
